A small, neat looking church building, 


owned by the Episcopalians, stands upon a 


beautiful site, but no regular church organ- 
ization of any kind, so far as we heard, ex- 
ists here, though once a month a Methodist 
minister preaches, and occasionally they 
are visited by the only Episcopal minister 
resident on the Sound. 

We here found a good proportion of 
worthy people who could appreciate a paper 
of high intellectual and Christian character, 
like Tae Paciric.

It says the existing relations 
of France and all European Powers are eminently 
peaceful.
